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THE KORESHAN UNIVERSOLOGY. 


A General Summary of the Doctrines and 
Principles of the Religio-Science. 


ORESHAN UNIVERSOLOGY is a com- 


plete system of the Science of the 
great Universe of life; and it involves the 
knowledge of the Creator and his creation. 
The name by which it is designated, in 
contradistinction to perverted Christian- 
ity is KORESHANITY; and the new Religion 
must supplant Christianity, as Christian- 
ity supplanted Judaism. Koreshanity has 
come to fulfil the hope of the world in tbe 
liberation of humanity from the curse, in 
the establishment of the Kingdom of God 
in earth, the introduction of the New Era 
of Light and Life, of universal harmony 
and happiness. 


What does Koreshanity teach? Wepre- 
sent a brief summary of the System—a few 
cardinal points, which will serve to sug- 
gest the great scope of the System in its 
completeness. It is the antithesis of all 
modern theories, of all schoolsof thought. 
It is the climax of all mental progress, the 
ultimate and absolute truth of Being and 
Existence; it is the revelation of all mys- 
teries, the uncovering of the occult; the 
true explanation of all phenomena, the 
scientific interpretation of Nature and the 
Bible. 


Cosmogony.—The universe is a cell, a

is the earth; the sun is at the center. We 
live on the inside of the cell; and the sun, 
moon, planets, and stars are all within the 
globe. The universe is eternal, a great 
battery, and perpetually renews itself 
through inherent functions, by virtue of 
which it involves and evolves itself. 


Alchemy.—The Science of Alchemy is 
the Philosopher’s Stone, the Key to the 
mystery of life. Chemistry is false; Al- 
chemy is true! Matter and energy are 
interconvertible and interdependent; they 
are correlates; matter is destructible; 
the result of its transmutation is energy. 
Alchemy is the key to the analysis of the 
universe. 


Theology.—God is personal and biune, 
with a triunity of specific attributes. God

The standard 
of Koreshan purity is the virgin life of 
Jesus the Messiah.

If the new minister in the Baptist church chooses to 
inveigh against the follies of dress in his first sermon, we 
know that he will not attract his feminine parishioners. 
He would not preach thus withoutconsulting his mirror 
as to the fit of his cloth. 

There seems to be much on this subject in the Bible. 
Fine linen, white and clean, is the righteousness of 
saints. The garments of the high priest were of just 
the prescribed pattern. There was probably a reason 
for this. No man can appear at his best and do his 
part to perfection when he is anxious or unhappy about 
his clothes. So in any public function, the ceremonial 
includes appropriate garments for the actors. We 
know that an evening coat and a white tie are not to 
be worn even at a wedding in the daytime, but that 
they are de riguem at large social functions after six 
p.m. We know that the generals of the armies of dif- 
ferent countries are not to choose their costumes for 
any occasion, but will appear in their uniforms.

MEDICAL, men have had great success in vaccination — 
is, in the process of vaccinating people; success in hav- 
laws passed to protect them in the work of injecting 
son into children and adults, under the plea that it is a 
fection against smallpox. Jenner was a great inventor. 
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He invented vaccination bv giving cows and calves the 
smallpox, and then used the bovine virus for the purpose 
of giving human beings a modified form of smallpox. 
Physicians have since used various forms of serum, anti- 
toxin, and other substances to be injected hypodermically. 
There seems to be no end of possible methods of attack 
upon the microbe bugaboos. Great physicians identified 
with the French Academy of Sciences—a name almost dig- 
nified enough to dissipate the power of microbes eutirely— 
have originated a process of vaccinating people for con- 
sumption. It is supposed that by treating infants with a 
very small quantity of tuberculosis bacilli of human and 
bovine origin, a few days after birth, they will be guarded 
against natural infection throughout life. This means 
that to give a young child the consumption will prevent 
it from being afflicted with it in after life. The trouble 
is, people do not start early enough in tuberculosis. If 
they wait until advanced years it is almost sure to prove 
fatal. If they begin early at the hands of physicians, at 
least those of the French Academy of Sciences, it may 
prevent the advanced stages of tuberculosis, on. the basis of 
the theory that the good die young.

Repub- 
lican, concerning the Founder of Ko- 
reshanity and his system. The article 
is characterized by fairness on the part 
of the publication, and is a good pre- 
sentation of some fundamental features 
of the Koreshan work. ‘he article as 
it appeared in the Republican was il- 
lustrated by a good half-tone likeness 
of KORESH, and a view of the hollow 
globe: 


Dr. Cyrus R. TEED (KoREsH), Found- 
er of Koreshanity, which its devotees 
claim is to supplant Christianity and 
other religions, who is visiting the mem- 
bers of the cult in Springfield, is an in- 
teresting personality. Of average height 
and a body heavily set, yet not corpulent, 
garbed in Prince Albert coat and with a 
white bow tie, he appears the physician 
of repute and discernment. He has a 
strong face and keen eyes that look out 
steadily through spectacles, and his hair 
is brushed back from a good, although 
slightly retreating, forehead. He has a 
convincing manner and an appearance of 
Sincerity. All in all, he seems to bea 
man dissatisfied with existing social con- 
ditions and religious and scientific be- 
liefs, who has sought to puzzle out for 
himself a new philosophy of existence 
and ultimate end. He has fifty adher- 
ents here in Springfield, some 10,000 dis- 
ciples scattered throughout the world, 
and a colony of nearly two hundred vo- 
taries of the cult in Estero, Lee County, 
Fla., who believe in him and his doc- 
trines. He is a genial talker, ready of 
speech, and endowed with a gift of hu- 
mor. 

His philosophy or new religion, which 
he calls Koreshan Universology, is based 
upon the Bible and certain discoveries 
which he claims to have made. He as- 
serts that the earth is a hollow sphere, 
and that we live inside of it, and that the 
earth contains the entire universe. Be- 
yond the outer surface of the earth, he 
Says, there is no space, nor even a void. 
The other principal beliefs are: Thesun 
revolves within the earth and arounda 
central and invisible sun, which revolves 
in a slightly eccentric orbit. The shell 
of the universe is composed of five geo- 
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logic strata, which are in turn superim- 
posed on five mineral strata, which over- 
lie seven metallic strata. The outermost 
shell of the universe is of gold, the next 
is silver, the next copper, the next zinc, 
the next iron, the next tin, and the up- 
permost plumbum. Between these me- 
tallic strata is mercury. ‘The ultrapene- 
trable’’ rays from the central sun pierce 
the ten upper strata, and are reflected 
from the metallic strata into the atmo- 
sphere, and start there electro-magnetic 
centers, which are the stars. 


KORESH holds that Christ is God, the 
highest development of which man is ca- 
pable; and at his ascension he was ab- 
sorbed into the central consciousness of 
the universe. In each cycle of 24,000 
years (which cycles will go on forever, for 
the universe is eternal) there comes a time 
when a Son ot God appears and is ab- 
sorbed. Eventually mankind will be- 
come a race of Gods—through evolution 
and absorption. Heaven and hell are in 
humanity and constitute the spiritual 
world. Koreshanity advocates celibacy 
and communism, and states that the true 
form of government is divine Imperial- 
ism, the union of church and state. 

DR. TEED argues that the energies of 
the human brain are conserved by a celi- 
bate life, and that through celibacy any 
man can live to at least a hundred and 
twenty years. He has worked out his 
doctrines by interpreting the Bible and 
the sacred writings and myths of all na- 
tions according to his scientific discover- 
ies. It would seem that the Buddhistic 
theory of Nirvana as the end of life has 
largely influenced him; and he has resur- 
rected the old pseudo-science of astrology 
and applied it to the Bible and all profane 
history. 

His doctrines are iconoclastic to the 
highest degree, but he is not atheistical, 
nor is he a mere destructionist. His doc- 
trines, judging from the standpoint of 
the Christian religion and scientific theo- 
ry, may seem untenable. Just how 
much of vitality there is in his religio- 
philosophy will appear in the progress or 
retrogression of his communistic colony 
at Estero.. 

Dr. TEED tells the following story of 
his life and teachings: ‘‘I was born in 
Delaware county, N. Y., in 1839. My 
father, J. S. Teed, was a shoe manufac- 
turer, and later an inventor of turbine 
water wheels. I took an academic course 
at Utica, and later was graduated from 
the New York Medical College, and prac- 
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ticed medicine in Utica and New York 
over twenty years. It was in Utie 
1870 that I started the investigati 
which have resulted in my many dist 
eries. I became dissatisfied with | 
possibilities of medical practice, bell 
ing that many diseases classed as ine 
ble should be curable. So I sougħ 
discover the causes of pathologica 
ditions and their cure.

“My first great discovery was that 
development is in a cell—that is, that 
processes of growth are cellular; andi 
consequently, as life in its partia 
manifestations is cellular, so is unive 
life cellular in development. From t 
I concluded that the proçess of evoluti 
of which we are a part, is necessarily i 
universal cell, and that the phrase, ' 
of nature,’ is not so much poesy asal 
al fact, the world we inhabit being ac

“I then turned to practical obser 
tions of the contour of the earth's.

interpreting them bv the light of astrol- 
ogy and astronomy, found that the re- 
quired conditions existed at the birth of 
the Christ nineteen hundred years ago. 
This was the personality I was seeking, 
the supreme, perfected man. 

«I found on continuing my studies, that 
the universe is a grand clockwork, mark- 
ing different periods of time, for the Zo- 
diac is divided into twelve parts, called 
the coronal constellations; and the sign 
Aries completes the cycle in 24,000 years. 
That is the movement of the earth’s equa- 
tor on the cycle of the ecliptic or orbit of 
the sun within the earth. There is a co- 
ordinate movement of the ecliptic on the 
equator, which requires 72,000 years to 
complete. We are just on the eve of an- 
other movement of the ecliptic on the sol- 
stitial colure, which is one of the prime 
meridians, and this will mean a world- 
wide catastrophe, caused by the shifting 
of nearly thirty degrees of the tropic and 
frigid zones. 


«The movement of the sign Aries through 
the constellation Taurus brought the 
world to Abraham’s time; its movement 
through the constellation Aries brought 
us to the time of the Christ; and its move- 
ment through Pisces has brought us to 
the present time, when the sign is leav- 
ing Pisces and entering Aquarius, which 
means the supplanting of the Christian 
order by that of scientific religion. The 
Sign will leave Pisces completely about 
1914, which will be the defining period be- 
tween tue two dispensations. The uni- 
verse has a central and invisible star, 
which governs the movement of the 
whole stellar universe, thus constituting 
the physical universe a universally im- 
perial system. This is taken in Koreshan 
Universology as the type and pattern of 
socialistic imperia ism for mankind.

Dr. TEED describes his Koreshan colony 
at Estero, Lee County, Fla., thus: ‘*‘Some 
years ago I transported about two hundred 
people to this spot, where I had previous- 
ly purchased land. Two years ago we 
concluded we could maintain a political 
influence, so incorporated as a town with 
limits of 110 square miles, and elected a 
mayor, aldermen, marshal, clerk, an! 
other officials as do the towns around us. 
In the last election we voted solidly for
